"When tlie Federal Government 
closed Its hooks for the fisc tl year 
1932, the American people were shock¬ 
ed to learn that total revenues from 
income taxes—individual ami corpo¬ 
rate combined—did not quite cover nil 
the costs of the Veterans’ Adndnistrn 
linn services for the twelve months 
just ended. Incredible ns it seemed. 
Hie figures were indisputable. Income 
inx collections for the year, as official, 
ly reported by the Secretary of the 
Treasury, were 81.057.335,853, while 
the combined ilisburstments for veter¬ 
ans' pensions, hospitalization, disnliil- 
ity allowances, construction, bonus 
payments nn.l administrative expenses 
.■nine to the neat sum of $1,004,2(18.909. 

"If we may assume that existing 
laws will not lie further ‘liberalized,’ 
—to use the word of iienslon lobbyists 
in Washington.—tlie grand totnl of nil 
i mt lu vs for World War veterans from 
November 191$ to the end of 1949 will 
eouie to the magnificent figure of 
835,000,000,000. Such u regiment of 
ciphers defies the imagination. 

"Let us, therefore, try to visualize 
it tn n way that will convey to our 
minds just liow much money tlmt 
really is. Picture n house costing 
310,000. Very well: the sum would 
provide 3,500,000 of them. Spaced on 
tifty-foot lots, they would line a street 
33,143 miles long; or, to put it another 
way, that much money would build 
eleven solid rows of such houses be¬ 
tween New York and San Francisco, 
without allowance for street inter¬ 
sections. More than one sixth of this 
iumglnory Bonus Boulevard Is already 
completed. 

“Tlie Job was done chiefly by the ex- 
service guild, n high-powered minority 
group which at its maximum member¬ 
ship iu 1927 numbered considerably 
less than l per cent of the population. 
Wlmt is more, this, group represented 
u minority of the veterans themselves.

Hopkinsville, Ky., March 25.—Fnr- 
reachiug changes In county govern¬ 
ment were proposed today by State 
Representative Deny P. Smith in an 
address before n mass meeting iu the 
courthouse here.

Small Fruit Troubles 

Following suggestions made in a 
new four-page leaflet of the College of I 
Agriculture. University of Kentucky, 
would tend to eliminate the need of 
spraying strawberries, raspberries and 
blackberries.

VaJue of Good Cow 

Stressing the importance of milking 
only good producing cows, Tod Iiesh, 
u field agent In dairying for the Col¬ 
lege of Agriculture, University of Ken¬ 
tucky. recently told about a farmer 
who received only $32 above feed cost 
for the total butterfnt production of 
five cows for a year, while one cow 
of the same ago In liis herd returned 
$42 worth of luitterfat above feed cost. 

The good cow produced 3*2 pounds 
of butterfnt nt a feed cost of 10 cents 
per pound of butterfnt, while the five 
cows produced n total of only 815 
pounds of butterfnt, at a feed cost of 
J8'/j cents a pound. 

The one cow averaged 23 jiouiids of 
milk daily for 300 days, while the 
five cows, bad they been able to milk 
300 days, would have averaged 0 
pounds of milk apiece a day. One of 
them milked 81 pounds a day soon 
after freshening, but she went dry in 
(I months. 

It is practically impossible for the 
live low producing cows to return a 
profit, Mr. Bosh observed. Yet some 
farmers have been heard to say that 
beef prices are so low that they can- 
pot afford to sell tiieir poor producing 
cows, and at the same time such cows 
are losing them money.

The cabbage worm occasionally 
spreads to the greens. The control 
would he to spray with nu arsenical, 
but inasmuch ts enough poison might 
remain ou the leaves to he dangerous, 
the best thing to do is to salvage wlmt 
the worms leave, and, as soon as the 
row is done, turn under everything so 
that no breeding place is offered for 
the worm to multiply.
